Influenze, the enigma that is 
everybody's disease, apparently 
is putting more than the usual 
number of persons to bed this 
winter, the State Board of 
Health has observed. X 

It gets an index of the pre“ 
valence of the disease from 
cases reported, although these 
[are only a small number of the 
[total cases, explained Dr. L, L. 
Parks, director of the Bureau 
of Preventable Diseases, In 
9153, 1,405 cases were reported 
by doctors to the State Board 
of Health, compared with only 
213 for 1952. Furthermore, last 
year 205 persons died of the 
flu, 90 more than the year be- 
fore.
